Now Thompson's ma- 
chine is crumbling; cabinet members are resign- 
ing, and it is beginning to look as if Thompson 
himself may step out before his term is up.

into the woeful pickle from which it is now slow- 
ly emerging simply because it felt that the un- 
derworld could be left to fight out its own .bat- 
tles by. itself. 
Chicago tried to kid itself into 


thinking that shooting affrays between rival beer 
barons brought no real harm to the community. 


The only way for a city to handle its under- 


world is to be eternally vigilant. It is disastrous 
to assume that any shooting is just "good rid- 
dance' and nothing more.
